BOX MAKERS THREATENED. 


The National News Board Company Issues Notice That Con- 


Coshocton and 


, Sumers of Board Made by Unlicensed Mills Are 


Liable to Prosecution. 


The McEwan patent again holds the centre of the stage 
this week. This is due to the announcement being sent 
out to the trade that the patent is now the property of the 
National News Board Company, and that all licenses to 
manufacture news board have been canceled. The follow- 
ing is a copy of the announcement: 


Notice is hereby given that the patent known as the 
McEwan patent, being patent of the United States No. 
492,927, granted March 7, 1893, for an improvement in 
paper board, known to the trade as news board, has been 
sold to the National News Board Company. 

All licenses to manufacture news board heretofore 
granted by the National Board and Paper Company, and 
by said National Board and Paper Company assigned to 
the McEwan Brothers Company, have been canceled. 
All rights to manufacture news board under said patent 
will hereafter be granted solely by the National News 
Board Company. McEwan Brotuers Company. 

This “notice to the trade” has been expected since the 
organization of the National News Beard Company was 
effected two weeks ago, so its publication will not create 
much of a stir. But this is not the whole story; the war 
against future infringers of the patent is to be carried 
even into Africa. The accompanying additional notice 
states this clearly: 

To all Makers, \’endors and Users of News Board: 

Confirming the above notice, we beg to advise that we 
will hold every infringer strictly accountable for damages 
for the making, handling or using of infringing board. 

The particular attention of box makers and consumers 
is called to the fact that the use of such board made with- 
out the authorization of this company makes them liable 
to suits for infringement and damages. 

N. B.—For the protection of dealers, box makers and 
ccnsumers all board made by authorized licensees of this 
company will bear the special label issued by this com- 
pany with maker’s name. 

NaTIonAL News Boarp Company. 

The receipt of this notice by box makers and consumers 
fs apt to have a disquieting effect. Still they cannot plead 
ignorance in regard to their future purchases of news 
board, because each bundle of the simon pure article will 
have a conspicuous yellow-green label on it, with the name 
of the mill making it, so the substitution of an infringing 
board, will be impossible unless the customer is color blind 
as well as illiterate. 

To ascertain the effect of this warning on the paper box 
“trade a representative of THe Paper Trape JourNat asked 
a prominent manufacturer in that line in regard to it. This 
gentleman expressed himself as follows: “If the N 
News Board Company means what it says and is deter 
mined to assert and enforce all its legal rights, why we box 
makers will have to be very careful. But the chances are 
that this is a ‘scare’; a sort of barking dog that will not 
bite. As we have seen such threats before we are not 
alarmed. The fact is that board manufacturers are too 
much afraid of losing the good will of their trade to en

PAPER MARKET REPORTS. 


As a Rule Trade in Jobbing Centres Is Quiet—Manufac- 
turers Have a Fair Run of Orders—Western De- 
mand for Writing Improved. 








The general feeling in the New York market is that from 
now on the situation in the paper. trade will improve. The 
fact that quotations have held up fairly well during the dull 
season, which began last April, is a sort of guarantee that 
they will not go lower since the fall trade is so near at 
hand. More inquiry for paper is reported this week. This 
seems to indicate that buyers are thinking seriously of plac- 
ing orders. The hope of obtaining lower quotations is 
now almost abandoned by them, largely on account of the 
lateness of the season, The condition of the streams, which 
is none too good, is cited by manufacturers here as a strong 
feature of the market. They say that the fact that the mills 
cannot run full time makes their owners less eager for or- 
ders. A number of paper men are strong in the opinion 
that a big fall business is in store for the trade. At pres- 
ent the demand for all grades of paper is light. News leads 
in strength. The quotation on it this week is given at 234c. 
for small orders and about 2%c. for contracts. Book and 
writing papers are in light demand. Very low quotations 
are reported in book papers. No. 1 manila is moderately 
firm. No. 2’s are said to be rather weak. Butchers’ ma- 
nila is being sold in this market for less than the ordinary 
quotation—2%c. On boards the chief feature of interest is 
the cutting in news board that is going on between the rival 
manufacturers. The straw board manufacturers allege that 
prices on their product must be increased. 





Summer Trade at Holyoke.

Trade moved along very quietly last week. No orders 
of any size were booked in any of the mills so far as 
could be ascertained this afternoon, and little out of the 
ordinary summer run of business disturbed the paper 
men. I am informed by paper manufacturers that trade 
is at low tide, but they are constantly expecting improve- 
ment, and if anything business resumed this week a little 
stronger than it closed last week. The excessively hot 
weather of the latter part of the week discouraged buyers, 
and consequently the mills suffered somewhat. Trade is 
hardly any duller, however, than the mill men expected 
during August and the conditions seem to be bearing out 
their expectations. Business in the West seems to be 
better for the local mills than it is in this section of the 
country and there is every prospect of a strong Western 
trade during the fall and winter. Last week some of the 
departments in a few local mills were closed down owing 
to a dullness in trade. Prices have remained the same, 
and it seems that the mills have arrived at a point where if 
the consumers do not want to pay their price for paper 
they can go without it, and no mill has as yet been found

Writing papers, jobbers say, are firm and 
steady in price, with no prospects of a cut, although con- 
sumers are not inclined to accept such statements as facts, 
and in consequence large consumers, it is said, are holding 
off for lower quotations. 

Book papers seem to be suffering from forced sales on a 
limited demand, which leads to fractional declines in quo- 
tations, so that present prices on some grades are not 
much higher than those ruling in the recent dull times. 

Manilas are moving more freely and prices are said to 
be firm. 

While some mills on the different grades of paper are 
running full, production as a whole is being very much 
curtailed owing to one cause or another.

Western Business Quiet. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT ] 

AppLeton, Wis., August 13.—Business in some lines of 
paper has not been as favorable for a week past as for the 
previous week. This pertains particularly to book papers, 
and more especially to machine finish than to supercalen- 
dered. 

“It is my opinion,” said a manufacturer of machine fin- 
ished book to me, ‘‘that there ought to have been one more 
shutdown of the book mills. That would have tided us 
over the little gap that exists between the dullness of the 
past and the good business which all of us think we see in 
the future. The last meeting of the Western Book Paper 
Makers’ Association in Chicago, week before last, was not 
well attended. It seemed to be taken for granted that 
nothing would be done, and as so few people came, noth- 
ing was done. When the mills heard there was to be no 
more shutting down, some of them evidently went into the 
market with their knives out. This seems to me like very 
short-sighted policy.” , 

Manilas and fibre papers are rather quiet. The mills 
manufacturing them say they are just about able to keep 
along from day to day. Flat papers are doing better than 
other grades apparently at present. The writing mills in 
this valley say they are well satisfied with the way things 
are coming to them, and that they have business ahead for 
some time. News also continues to do well, prices being 
maintained at about 2% cents at the mill. If it were possi- 
ble to get ground wood it is probable that some of the mills 
that are making other grades of paper might be tempted to 
turn their machines to making it in lieu of the papers they 
are now making. But the ground wood situation thor- 
oughly protects the news market. None but those who 
make their own ground wood can make print.

Better Demand for Writings. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 13.—There has been a steady 
improvement in the writing paper trade the past week, 
and indications are that conditions will continue to mend 
for some time. An early fall trade is expected, though 
there is no need of denying that up to this time affairs 
have been im a somewhat uncertain state. Trade has 
been positively dull, but tradesmen are now beginning to 
observe a more encouraging future. The Miami Valley 
has but few pessimists in the trade, though in their ultra- 
conservatism many opinions have been advanced by 
paper makers during the past summer which were sus- 
ceptible of several meanings. However, it is one thing to 
tell the truth about trade conditions and quite another to 
adorn a tale. In a general sense manufacturers have 
“stuck to the truth,” and now that they say that the future 
is growing brighter, it would be most uncharitable to add 
that it is “the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth.” 

One fact is assured—the jobbers are waking up. They 
realize that prices will not be any lower and that now is 
the accepted time. For many months have they made in- 
quiries only to neglect to place orders. Now that prices 
have been shaded a whit and that fall is advancing, they 
are expected to place some large orders. 

“We have received more stock orders within the past 
four days,” said a prominent writing man to-day, “than 
for an indefinite period. It is a good indication. It 
means, of course, that stocks are lower than for several 
months and that a replenishment must be made. Thirty 
days ago there were only slight indications of the advanc- 
ing improvement. Everything points to an early fall 
trade and a revival of the most marked character. I be- 
lieve that by September 1 we will have as good a trade as 
might be expected under any conditions, as from this date 
there will be a steady increase. This statement is based 
on an unusual improvement of the week just closed, and I 
do not think I am mistaking the signs of the times in mak- 


ing it.”

Lonpon, August 7.—The markets for pulp and paper 
do not show any particular change. Mechanical pulps 
are scarce and prompt shipments demand high prices 
Chemical fibres are firm and manufacturers are decidedly 
averse to making any concessions to buyers. 

The market for paper makers’ chemicals is rather quict 
Bleaching powder is easier at £5 tos. to £6 for softwood 
but caustic soda is firm at £11 2s. 6d. to £11 7s. 6d. for 
76-77 per cent. and £10 to £10 7s. 6d. for 70 per cent. Al 
kali, 58 per cent., is quoted £4 5s. to £4 10s. Salt cake 
stands at 24s. to 25s., and recovered sulphur at £4 12s. 6d 
to £5. 

The lists showing the results of the examinations in 
paper manufacture, held in connection with the City and 
Guilds of London Institute, have been published. Two 
students passed in the honors grade and twelve in the 
ordinary grade. This is a marked improvement over last 
year, when only three passed.

The water in the Connecticut is about as low at present 
as it has been at any time during the year, and fears are 
entertained that unless there are some steady rains within 
the next few days Holyoke will suffer therefrom.

Trade Marks in Denmark. 


J. C. Ingersoll, United States Consul at Copenhagen, 
writing as to trade marks in Denmark, says: “I deem it 
of importance to American exporters to Denmark to di- 
rect their attention to the trade mark laws of this country. 
Under the Danish law a trade mark is granted four 
months from the date of filing the application, but any 
person having already registered a similar trade mark in 
another country may apply here and the mark will be 
registered in the name of the person to whom such trade 
mark has been granted, the registration upon behalf of the 
Danish applicant being refused. 

“The American manufacturer whose trade mark has not 
been registered here runs the risk of having it taken away 
from him by any unscrupulous person who intends to put 
an imitation of American goods upon this market. 

“A large firm of English pickle makers has lately been 
compelled by reason of neglect in this matter of trade 


mark registration to modify its old trade mark of St. | 


George and the Dragon, because that saint and that 
dragon had been appropriated by a Danish firm making 
a liquid dentifrice. The popularity of American goods in 
this country grows daily, and American manufacturers 
will avoid much trouble and expense by registering with- 


out delay.”

Usually some contentions arise and the compact comes to 
naught, but in this instance the book paper makers, many 
of whom are also the leading writing paper manufac- 
turers, are to be congratulated upon their successful unan-

New Millis at Shawinigan Falls.

SHAWINIGAN Fats, Canada, August 13:—A company en- 
titled the Belgo-Canadian Pulp and Paper Company has 
been organized in Brussels, Belgium, and will build and op- 
erate pulp and paper mills at this place. The Belgian con- 
sul, Ferdinand van Bruyssel, Beaupre, Que., spent some 
time in looking up a suitable location, finally settling upon 
a site here. In May last A. C. Rice, of Worcester, Mass., 
made preliminary plans and estimates. These were sent to 
Belgium, and a little later two members of the company came 
over here to make a thorough investigation, and if found 
satisfactory to close the contract with the Shawinigan Water 
and Power Company, of Montreal, for 15,000 horse power 
of water and the necessary lands for the mills and storage 
of the pulp wood. 

These gentlemen arrived here on July 23 and spent some 
time with Mr. van Bruyssel and Mr. Rice in the United 
States and Canada, looking over some of the modern mills 
and the different water powers they had in view. 

This investigation resulted in their closing the contract 
with the Shawinigan Water and Power Company for 15,000 
horse power of water and the necessary lands, and with Mr. 
Rice for the plans and specifications for a ground wood 
pulp mill to produce 100 tons per day, a sulphite mill to 
produce 75 tons per day and a paper mill to produce 100 
tons of news. 

The building of the ground wood pulp mill will be com- 
menced at once, and the contract calls for its completion 
by June, 1901, the other mills to be completed in three 
years. 

Mr. Rice’s contract is to take the natural conditions as 
they are, furnish all plans and specifications, place all con- 
tracts for. developing the power, buildings, machinery, sup- 
plies to equip the mills and make the required product.

To Make Paper Caskets. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

ALLEGAN, Mich., August 13.—Another industry has been 
started on the North Side—the manufacture of paper cas- 
kets. The gentlemen directly interested are E, A. Post, the 
patentee, F, E. Fish and John M. Heath. Mr. Post invent- 
ed the casket over two years ago and was recently allowed 
a patent on it. The paper used is made in Allegan, and no 
skilled labor is required in the work of building the caskets 
The paper is cut into sheets the proper size and a certain 
number of them are cemented and placed in a form or 
mold, which gives the shape and presses the sheets to- 
gether. The cement is one of Mr. Post’s inventions also, 
and the process of manufacture is secret. It is of earthen 
composition and makes the casket harder and more firm 
than wood as well as impervious to moisture. The caskets 
are of one piece, that is, without sections or joints, and are 
made with round or octagon ends.

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PAPER IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


Special Consular Reports on the Subject—United States 
Paper in Various Countries—Evils That Need 
to Be Remedied. 


There was issued this week by the Department of State 
a volume of special consular reports, under the title of 
“Paper in Foreign Countries.” It contains reports made 
by consuls in response to a circular sent out in November, 
1898, in accordance with a request made by the officers of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association, The book has 
over 500 pages, filled with a mass of information concern- 
ing the paper markets in the various countries in which 
United States consuls are located. The information cov- 
ers the points of population, consumption, production, im- 
ports, exports and transportation. 

As to Austria-Hungary, there are reports from Vienna, 
Reichenberg, Prague and Trieste. Of the paper imported 
by this country 90 per cent. is furnished by Germany, and 
this is due to the determined and energetic efforts made by 
that country to push its trade. The reports indicate that 
there is an opening for low grade United States papers, 
but probably none for fine writings, as the writing paper 
used in Austria is not nearly as good as that used by 
United States business houses. 

The paper trade of Belgium is reported as being in a 
prosperous condition, but it is noted that owing to a com- 
bination of Belgian newspaper publishers who desired to 
purchase American paper the home manufacturers were 
obliged to reduce their prices. The main demand noticed 
for United States product was for bleached soda fibre, and 
it is suggested that if United States manufacturers are to 
sell their papers in the Belgian market they must conform 
to buyers’ ideas both as to quality and terms of credit, 
which are from thirty to ninety days. 

Denmark imports about half the paper that she uses, 
her total yearly consumption being about $1,742.000. The 
imported paper, which embraces news, book, writing and 
wrapping, comes mainly from Germany, Sweden and Nor- 
way, Great Britain and Belgium. 

Apparently no country is making any special effort to 
capture the although Great 
Britain has a fair sized trade in writings. It is suggested 
that if United States manufacturers want the business they

Even a cursory reading of the reports from Germany 
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shows the immensity of the paper trade of that empire, 
where both production and export business have mode 


very rapid progress. It is figured that Germauy las one 
third of the world’s exports of paper, and it is noteworthy 
that in all reports from markets wherein the German en- 
gages in the paper business great stress is laid on his in- 
telligence, his industry, his thorough training for his work, 
his persistency and his great care to cater closely to thie 
wants oi his customers. Consul General Cole, reporting 
from Dresden, says that there is most decidedly an open- 
ing for fine grades of United States writing paper, and also 
for all grades of coated and high class printing papers. 
The chief competitor is Great Britain. He advocates the 
sending to Germany of technical men to introduce United 
States paper mill products, saying that it is a loss of time 
to send samples and price lists. Dealers state that they 
will be only too glad to see new kinds of paper, but that 
paper manufacturers will exert themselves to the utmost to 
prevent foreign paper from entering Germany. Mr. Cole 
advocates a systematic, persistent drumming of the Ger- 
man trade on behalf of United States papers. 

Russia produces all kinds of paper, but medium and low- 
er grades are mostly in demand, the finer grades being im- 
ported from England, the United States and Germany. 

Sweden is a large producer of paper and supplies almost 
all her own needs in these lines, and the comparatively 
small amount of paper imported comes from Germany and 
Great Britain, both of whom send travelers to that coun- 
try. It is suggested that United States mills should appoint 
local agents if they want a share of Sweden's trade. 

In Switzerland there is apparently a demand, or rather a 
need, for wrapping paper or paper bags, as old newspapers 
are used for wrapping merchandise. There are some Ger- 
man paper bags used, but they are heavy and clumsily 
made. At present Austria has most of Switzerland’s paper 
trade, Germany having to be satisfied for the present with 
second place. . 

In the United Kingdom the demand for United States 
paper is steadily growing, and news, box boards, 
book and special manila, such as those for box work, it 
is constantly widening. Consul Fleming at Edinburgh 
says that United States typewriter paper is generally used, 
being better adapted to the machine than that from other

Preparing to Dissolye—The Directors in Session—Some 
New Companies Have Been Incorporated and 
Others Will Be. 


The directors of the National Wall Paper Company 
were in session at the offices of the company, 127 Crosby 
street, New York, all day Tuesday of this week, and held 
an adjourned meeting on Wednesday. It is surmised that 
the directors have been trying to work out the details of 
their program for the final dissolution of the company. 
As yet they have refused to talk on the matter. President 
Henry Burn, of the company, when questioned about the 
prospective dissolution by a representative of THe PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL, said: “We have been here all day dis- 
cussing matters of importance, and as it looks now we 
shall be in session for a few days more. So until these 
meetings are over I have nothing to say for publication.” 

In the trade it is taken for granted that the so-called 
wall paper trust will be dissolved very soon. Announce- 
ment of the disbandment of the factories in the company 
is expected to be made after the meeting of the directors 
adjourns. Color to this expectation is given by the in- 
corporation last week of the Janeway & Carpender Com- 
pany, of New Brunswick, N. J., one of the largest factories 
now included in the National Wall Paper Company. The 
articles of incorpation of the new Janeway & Carpender 
Company were filed at Trenton on Friday of last week. 
The capital stock is $750,000, $500,000 of common stock 
and ‘$250,000 preferred stock. All the common stock has 
been taken. The preferred stock will pay 6 per cent. divi- 
dends before any dividends are paid on the common stock. 
The incorporators are Jacob B, Jeueway, Theodore E. 
Townsend, Eliza H. Janeway and George H. Lambert, all 
of this city. A meeting for organization was held at the 
office of the company on Monday. The incorporators 
were made a board of directors. The board organized by 
electing Colonel Janeway as president, Theodore E. 
Townsend, treasurer, and George H. Lambert, secretary. 

As a sort of clinching argument in favor of the conten- 


tion that the National Wall Paper Company is about to go 
to pieces is the incorporation on Tuesday of this week of 
the Robert Graves Company, of Brooklyn, N. Y. This old 
Graves concern is also in the trust. The capital of the new 
company is $600,000. The directors are: Henry Burn, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Robert Graves, of Irvington, N. Y., and 
Thomas W. Strong, of Glen Cove, L. I. The importance 
of this incorporation lies largely in the fact that one of its 
directors, Henry Burn, is the president of the National 
Wall Paper Company. 

The separate incorporation of a number of the other 
companies is now looked for in a few days. The others 
that are reported to have leased their old plants from the 
National are: Janeway & Co., of New Brunswick, N. J.; 
Fred. Beck & Co., of New York, and the S. A. Maxwell 
Company, of Chicago, Ill. 

The intimation is given that arrangements will soon be 
made for the leasing of a number of the less important 
factories to their Original owners. The ones that are not 
so leased back will, so it is reported, be put up at public 
auction. By this means the National Wall Paper Com- 
pany will go out of business in the near future. Later in 
the year, perhaps about the Ist of next January, the 
knowing ones in the trade predict the organization of a 
new wall paper trust, which will include at least five of the 
biggest.and most up to date factories. The five companies 
that hve been mentioned as a nucleus for the future com- 
bine are the Janeway & Carpender Company, of New 
Brunswick; Janeway & Co., of New Brunswick; Fred. 
Beck & Co., New York; the Robert Graves Company, 
Brooklyn, and the S. A. Maxwell Company, of Chicago. 
To this list will probably be added the Potter Wall Paper 
Mills, of Chicago, Ill., and of Hoboken, N. J.; the Allen- 
Higgins Company, of Worcester, Mass.; the Pittsburg 
Wall Paper Company, of Pittsburg, Pa., and the Campbell 
Company, of New York, and Hackensack, N, J. 

The real reason for the dissolution of the National Wall 
Paper Company is now given as a desire to get rid of all 
the back number factories in it, as the company could not 
compete successfully against the new outside companies, 
handicapped by old plants, and alleged “dead wood” in the 
directorate.

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THE STOEVER SETTLEMENT. 


It Now Seems Some Ways Off—Contentions of Various In- 
terests—Prospects of Further Litigation—No 
Dividend Declared as Yet.

PHILADELPHIA, August 14.—Two weeks ago it seemed as 
if the settlement of the tangled affairs of Charles M. Sto- 
ever & Co. was a matter of the immediate future. The 
first dividend was expected within a few days and the final

to have gone to New York city for business reasons. 
said that he may only reside there temporarily and may ac- 
cept the position in England which he declared some weeks 
ago to a representative of THe Parer Trape JouRNAL he 
was considering. Distance, however, will not prevent Mr. 
Stoever from closely following the progress of events here, 
for it is said that he has good friends who will keep him 
advised so that he will know instantly if his presence here 
is desired. 

The Stoever estate is in miniature what China is to-day. 
Here, as there, there are a number of separate interests, 
each endeavoring to secure what each believes he is en- 
titled to. Several interests proceeding on independent 
lines take exception to certain accounts, and are busily 
engaged in securing facts upon which to base their claims. 
Another has held up about $100,000 worth of claims upon 
the ground that the national bankruptcy law’s provision 
that creditors who received money payments within four 
months of the time the deed of assignment was made can 
only preserve that status and share in the final distribution 
by repaying the cash received. Referee in Bankruptcy 
Mason announced some time ago to THe Parer TRADE 
JourNnaL that he would not sustain an appeal on this 
ground unless specific proof of the receipt of money within 
the four months period was furnished with each claim 


separately, but those who have raised the issue declare 
that they will furnish the proof, and for that reason 
Referee Mason, who has about $50,000 on hand for dis- 
tribution, has refrained from declaring the dividend. 

Independence of interest here, as there, has prevented 
action from being taken immediately, and it is likely that 
the middle of September will come before the courts are 
appealed to. Referee Mason starts to-day for a five 
weeks’ trip to Europe, A. S. L. Shields, who is, or until 
recently was, the counsel for Mr. Stoever, is away on his 
vacation, and the lawyers for other interests also are out 
of the city. Meanwhile gossip is busier than ever it was 
when charges of fraud, afterward not proven, were made 
against a paper dealer, late of this city, but now also of 
New York. Everybody looks forward with keen anticipa- 
tion for the issues of THe PAPER TRADE JouRNAL of 
about the middle of September, and thence onward to the 
close of the year or later. 

But Mr. Stoever’s name is kept before the paper world 
other than by the tongue of gossip. His brother-in-law, 
William H. Whiteside, has opened a paper store at 519

certain grades of paper, from the Stoever bankruptcy sale, 
are to be had at very low prices. The Stoever store across 
the street, however, is now empty. the last of the firm’s 
personal belongings having been taken out to-day.

Harper & Brothers’ Property Sold. 

The realty, printing plant and right to continue the busi- 
ness of Harper & Brothers were sold last Thursday at the 
Real Estate Salesroom in foreclosure proceedings instituted 
by the Morton Trust Company. The offering was bid in at 
$1,100,000 by Alexander F. Orr, chairman of the reorgan- 
ization committee which is straightening out the affairs of 
the publishing house. Mr. Orr’s bid, made through coun- 
sel, was the only one offered." 

The real estate comprises 325 to 337 Pearl street, extend- 
ing through to 82 to 90 Cliff street and 79 to 83 Cliff street. 
In addition to the land and buildings the sale included the 
publishing plant, with all right, title and interest to the 
printing presses, machinery, &c., and the right to publish 
the periodicals Harper’s Magazine, Harper’s Weekly, Har- 
per’s Bazar and Harper’s Round Table, and the right to the 


use of the name “Harper & Brothers” in any business which 
may be carried on by the purchasers. 

The amount of the judgment against the house was 
$3,466,200, the difference between this sum and the sum o/ 
$1,100,000, which was bid being represented by liens on per 
sonal property, unsold stock, &c. This portion of the prop 
erty is still in the hands of the receiver, Colonel Harvey, 
and will be sold at public auction later. All the claims 
against the Harpers, it was said, have been turned into the 
reorganization committee except about $13,000. 


The Act of a Co-Servant.

Technical Education. 


In London, where there has been of late considerable at- 
tention given to technical education in the paper line, the 
Technical Education Committee of the Paper Makers’ As- 
sociation this year worked in conjunction with the London 
Institute in an effort to create additional interest in the sub- 
ject. That the effort has been productive of results, so far 
as an increased number of those taking part in the exami- 
nation are concerned, cannot fail to be gratifying. It is not 
so pleasing, however, to have to note that out of twenty-six 
applicants only twelve passed, and that none of those who 
passed were sufficiently advanced to be entitled to a place 
on the prize list.

The German Paper Exhibit at Paris. 


Neither the United States, British nor German paper 
manufacturers made collective exhibits at the Paris Ex- 
position, and whatever displays are made are solely due 
to individual effort. The department devoted to the 
German paper exhibit is under the management of Kom- 
merzienrath Haas, of the Waldhof Pulp Factory, Prof. 
Karl Hoffacker, of Berlin, being responsible for the artis- 
tic arrangement of the various exhib ts. Wood pulp forms 
a strong feature of this section of the German show, no 
less than four of the principal cellulose manufacturing 
firms of the empire being represented. These are the 
Waldhof Zellstofffabriken, Mannheim, which shows sam- 
ples of sulphite pulp. bleached and unbleached, made by 
its own patent processes; the Vereinigte Strohstoff Fabri- 
ken, Coswig, maker of sulphite; the Simon- 
ius’sche Cellulosefabriken A, G., maker of sulphite, and 
the Papier und Zellstoff Fabriken A. G., Wolfach, Baden, 
also maker of sulphite. In addition to these, an exhibit 
is made by the A. G. fiir Maschinenpapier (Zellstoff) 
Fabrikation, Aschaffenburg. This concern has, besides a 
two-machine mill producing glazed and colored papers and 
wrappings, three cellulose factories (with sixteen kiers) 
making bleached unbleached pulps on both the 
Mitscherlich and Ritter-Kellner systems. L. Trick, of 
Kehl, also shows some samples of pulps. Singularly enough, 
the papef makers proper only number three, viz., the 
A. G. fiir Buntpapier, Aschaffenburg (who, indeed, are 
rather makers of stained and coated papers); the Papier 
und Cellulose Fabriken A. G., of Dresden, who have a 
daily output of 28 tons of writings, fine printings, parch- 
ments, &c.; and A, Schoeller Sohne, of “Duren, who 
three-machine employing 525 hands and 
making chiefly writings, drawings, blottings and art 
papers for chromo-litho work.

Mechanism for Reducing Wood to Fibre—Process of Bleach- 
ing by Electrolytic Water—Electrolytic Cell—Paper 
Box Machine—Folding Paper Box. 


Joseph Askins, of Lima, Ohio, has been granted a pat 
ent (No. 655,595) on a mechanism for reducing wood t 
fibre. The illustration herewith is a side elevation of th: 
machine. Upon the supporting frame of the machine i 
a carriage, equipped with a chuck and clamping device {v1 
holding the log. The chuck is upon a shaft journaled in 
bracket upon the carriage, and having upon its outer en 
a worm gear, which meshes with a worm upon a shaft 
Upon the shaft is a cone pulley between two brackets 
and in the same brackets is a second reversely tapered 
cone pulley, with its face close to but not touching the 
face of the other pulley. Revolution is communicated 
from one pulley to the other by a band or strap, which is 
of such thickness as to insure its compresion between th 
pulleys to a degree that will impart rotation without slip 
ping. The position of the band is controlled by a shifter 

The cutters or saws, which may be of any preferred 
form, are on a shaft, journaled in bearings on the sides 
of the machine frame. ‘The carriage is moved horizontally 
to feed the wood to the saws by a screw, which extends 
centrally from a crossbar of the carriage frame through 
a bearing in the rearward tie bar of the machine fram: 
and then through the end of the carriage, beyond which it 
extends rearwardly, the projecting portion being without 
a screw thread. A pulley, of suitably large diameter, is 
loose upon the projecting portion of the shaft and is op-

eratively..connected with it by a ratchet and a pawl, the 
latter being mounted on a pin which projects from an 
annulus, surrounding the screw, but not engaging it. 
This annulus lies against or close to the rear end of the 
carriage, and the pin passes through the web of the pulley 
The pulley is driven by a belt from a small pulley, which 
is keyed or splined upon the shaft so as to move with the 
carriage, the pulley lying between the bracket arm on the 
rear end of the carriage and an arm bolted to the bracket 
arm, A spiral spring, coiled on the screw shaft between 
the annulus and the pulley, normally preserves the opera 
tive engagement of the pawl with the ratchet. 

The band shifter is operated by a rod, which extends 
over and rests upon the end of the shaft, a collar being 
provided to retain it in place. The rod has a lug or pro- 
jection depending therefrom, which is arranged in the 
path of the shaft in such manner that as the carriage ad 
vances the shaft will engage the lug or projection and 
cause the rod, and with it the shifter and band, to move 
forward between the cone pulleys, thereby varying the 
speed of the shaft and consequently the feed of the block 
of wood and the rotation of the latter. Whén the block 
of wood is first placed in the machine and the latter set 
in motion the rod is drawn back to bring the friction band 
to the small end of the cone pulley. The feed of the car- 
riage and the rotary movement of the block are both im- 
parted through the large end of the cone pulley. As ,the 
diameter of the block lessens under the action of the saws 
the forward movement of the carriage, thrpugh the shaft 
and rod, as just described, gradually carries the friction 
band inathe same direction, causing it to communicate a 
forward movement to the carriage and a rotary movement 
to the wooden block of constantly increasing speed. In 
case the block of wood being cut should be very hard or 
is full of knots the rod can be raised so as to allow the 
lug or projection to pass over the shaft, thus permitting the 
machine to remain on the slow feed, which requires less 
power than when operating on the variable feed. It is 
a simple matter to proportion this increase properly by 
the relative diameters of the various gears. By this auto- 
matic control of both feed movements the fibre produced 
will be of uniform fineness.

A Paper Stock Man’s Opinion. 


In the course of a general conversation 
vith a representative of Tue PAPER 
RADE JOURNAL this week a paper stock 
inporter who has just returned from 
road said: “The market on the other 
le is quite firm. This is a little strange, 
rhaps, as the demand for paper over 
cre ig not now so very active. There 
. fair amount ofbusiness being done in 
per, but there is nothing about the situ- 
tion to warrant very high prices or to 
use paper stocks to be held so firmly. 
his being the case, the reason for the 
ffness in rags, bagging, rope and such 
tocks must be due to some other cause, 








and that is, the comparative shortness of 
the supply of ground wood. This short- 
ness, by the way, dates back now some 
time. It began about a year ago, when 
the boom in paper set in. Then came the 
Boer war and other happenings of general 
interest. All these things, as you know, 
created an immense demand for ground 
wood. Naturally prices advanced rapidly, 
and contracts for large supplies were 
made. Well, this forced the smaller mills 
to use other stocks. As they are nearly 
all fitted up to use rag stock, why it was 
quite easy for them to make the change. 
They must have some kind of stock, and as 
rags were quite plentiful at that time, they 
used them. Now the European demand, 
together with the demand from America, 
pretty well cleaned up the stocks of rags 
on the other side. So to-day Europe is 
comparatively bare and hungry for rags 
and kindred stocks. 

“Of course, this state of things has in- 
cited the packers to gather up all they 
can. As a result there will probably be a 
fair supply in a few months. For these 
slightly lower prices will be asked, unless 
the demand sets in rather heavy. At pres- 
ent the demand abroad is not large. Quo- 
tations are kept up simply because stocks 
on hand or in sight are not large. So just 
as soon as the packers in Europe feel that 
the demand is not strong they will accept 
less money. Up to the present time they 
do not feel the necessity of lowering their 
prices, so it is useless for importers in 
America to cable offers at less than the 
market quotations abroad.”
